For some time past it has

the Smeltermen's Union, a branch of 
the Western Federation 
of Miners. 
For some time organizers have been 
busy inShasta county. 
At De La 
Mar a lodge was organized and later 
one at Keswick. 
The Keswick lodge 


practically embraces 
the Iron.Moun- 


tain mine employes. 
The strike, it 


appears, is not over wages, 
as the 
men made no kick over the pay. Itis 
simply a matter ofprinciple withthe 
strikers. Lately a man was run over 
at the smelter, by the slag train,and 
the men incharge of the train were 
fired by the company on account 
of 


"the accident. 
There are no particu- 


lars as to the degree ofblame in the 
accident-^-but at any rate, the dis- 
charged train men belonged 
to the 
union. 
This was the primary trou- 


ble. 
The union demanded 
that the 
train men be reinstated. 
Several un- 


pleasant littlematters came up, and 
Donnelly, bead ofthe Keswick union, 
with several 
others, 
were 
given 


the .''grand bounce" by thecompany. 
Whereat the union met and demand- 
ed that the discharged 
men all be 
taken back. 
The company stood pat 
byits determination 
to run things 


its own way, and when the union 
sent a demand to reinstate the men 
or stand a strike, Manager 
Wright 


told the boys toplay ball. 


The committee appointed by the 
strikers 
was refused an audience by 


the manager of the company, 
and it 


was decided to call a strike when the 
shift changed. 
The business men of 


Keswick tried to arbitrate 
and ad- 
just matters, but the company would 
not make any.concessions, 
refusing 
torecognize the union. 
Notice of a 
general strike was then 
declared, 


and the men ai Iron Mountain and 
Keswick went out almost unanimous- 
ly. So did the fires inthe furnaces. 
The company is having a time 


with the fire at the mine, and per- 
haps would not care if a shut-down 
would come now at the smelter.

Various metallic substances 
are 
pulverized in the electric furnace by 
heating to volatilization, and 
then 
forcinginto a collecting chamber 
by 


a jet of air or inert gas. 
Among 
useful powders produced are those 
of bronze, 
tin and 
aluminum; 
of 
litharge; oflead oxide; and of chrome 
steels, used as abrasives. 
Variations 
of the process give such 
compounds 


as white lead. 


The improved self-luminous 
mix- 
ture of a French chemist, claimed to 
require onlyvery short exposure to 
light and to be unusually brilliant 
and lasting, consists of 20 parts 
of 
dehydrated sodium carbonate, 
5 of 
sodium chloride, 1 of magnesium 
sulphate, 500 of strontium carbonate 
and 150 of sulphur.

of the 
furrows and 
an elevation 
of 
the 
flanking ridges; 
and the elevation 
may re-open long-sealed 
volcanoes, 


as in the eruptions in the Antilles in 
1698, 1718, 1766, 1797, 1802, 1812, 
1836 
and 
1902. 
The small earth- 
quakes —of which 10,000 a year are 
recorded— 


have no sensible 
connec- 
tion with volcanoes. 


Submarine 
photography 
is not 


likely to become a popular pastime. 
But itisintroducing us to unknown 
regions, and M. Louis Boutan, 
who 
began by investigating the animal 
lifeof the waters, has become an en- 
thusiastic sea-bottom camerist.

are .entitled to the palm.- We have 
never before seen 
walnuts anything 


like as large as these. 
We were curi- 


ous to know their dimensions, and 
for 


that purpose took several of the larger 
ones and measured 
them; the largest 


measured 6JxSJ inches, and others went 
over 6by 5. The kernel does not fill 
the shell so completely as the ordinary 
walnut, but this fact is a point in its 
favor, as there is nodifficultyingetting 
the nut fromthe shell. Inflavor they 
are fullyequal to the smaller and hard 
shell varieties. Itcertainly 
ought to 


be worth while for orchardlsts 
to in- 


vestigate this matter, with the view of 
ascertaining whether this kind of wal- 
nut cannot be made a profitable crop 
in these uplands. 
As far as a market- 


able article isconcerned, webelieve they 
would speedily take precedence 
of the 
ordinary walnut.

told him

Witness then said, "Go get a

failed to shake

mony inany material respect. 


Owen Fallon, defendant, 
testified in 


his own behalf. 
He was pale, and evi- 
dently in poor health. 
His voice is 


hoarse 
from bronchial trouble. 
He 


gave his testimony in a straight-for- 
ward manner, 
that carried the im- 


pression that he was tellingthe truth— 


a sad story of domestic wrongs. He 
said he had known deceased since May, 
1805, and had known his wifeever since 
she was a child. Remembered a picnic 
at Jackson Gate schoolhouse 
in May, 


1895, and had a conversation 
with de- 


ceased at that time. Meehan 
said to 


him that he would like to dance with 
Aunie Martell, but that her father ob- 
jected, and he asked him to get the 
father's 
consent. 
He 
spoke to Mr. 


Martell, 
who objected at first, but 


finallygave permission forhimto dance 
with Annie. He toldMeehan why her 
fathor at first objected. 
Deceased said 


the girlwas pretty badly stuck onhim, 
but gave his word to treat her. fairly 
and not to interfere withher after that 
day. 
Witness then keptcompany with 


her and married her in Sept., 
1895. 


She was then under 
18 years of age. 


Had one childliving, a boy over three 
years old. Deceased kept his promise 
not to interfere, until January, 
1899. 


On the day of J. Fontenrose's 
funeral 


in Suttor Creek, 
where witness 
was 


livingat that time, he met deceased 
nearViclni's hotel. 
Witness was go- 


W. J. McGeo then made an opening 


statement 
for the defense, 
detailing 


that he expected 
to prove how 
the 


home of the defendant had been in- 
vaded 
by deceased, 
and 
the 
accused 


had been thereby 
wrought to such a 


condition of mental anguish 
that he 


took the lifeof Meehan whileina state 
of temporary insanity. 


On Wednesday 
morning the prosecu- 


tionclosed their,case, after placing one 
witness on the stand, to testify on a 
minor point. 


The 
pistol was ;introduced, 
and it 


was admitted to be the weapon 
with 


which the shooting was done. 


L.N. Martell testified that ho was at 


his home at Martell's station on the 
morning of the 17th. 
After 12 o'clock 


defendant came there and inquired for 
his wife, and whon she came, askod 
to 


see. his child. 
She told him he was 


asleep. 
Defendant 
asked if she had 


given him up for Ray Meehan. 
She 


began 
to cry.' 
Defendant 
then said, 


"That settles it; either he or Iwill 
have to die." 


Drs. E. E.Endicott and 
A. M. Gall 


wore called, and testified that they at- 
tended the deceased from the shooting 
until ho died on the loth of September. 
Dr. Endicott was called to attend him 
firstat Arditto's saloon, where he 
was 


taken immediately after the shooting 
by Henry 
Schacht 
and 
others.* He 


examined him and found him suffering 
fromthe shock, and from two gunshot 
wounds over the leftshoulder, and two 
in the left forearm. 
The wounds were 


powder marked, except one inthe fore- 
arm, 
which seemed 
to bo an 
exit 


wound. 
Tho twodoctors named held 


an autopsy on the body on Sept 15,' and 
found that both wounds in the shoulder 
passed 
through shoulder 
blade, 
and 


entered the chest cavity; one entered 
the left lung. Death 
was caused 
by 


injury to the lung- caused 
by gunshot 


wound. 


Charles Gregory and Frank 
Burgin, 


who were the only eye-witnesses 
of the 


shooting, which took place inthe Gem 
saloon on Main street, 
Jackson, 
kept 


by the last namod witness, early on the 
mornint' of August 
17. 
Their testi- 


mony was to the effect that while Greg- 
oryandJVleeban 
were standing 
at the 


bar, the latter engaged in pating a dish 
of beans, Owen Fallon entered the front 
door, walked through 
the 
liar room, 


and past-ed into tho card room in the 
rear. 
Ho said nothing, a>id afterlook- 


inginto the card room, passed out into 
the street. 
Ina short' time he reap- 


peared. 
Deceased 
and Gregory 
were 


still standing beforo the bar, and Bur- 
gin attending 
to his business , behind 


the bar. 
Fallon took a position at first 


nearest the street,* with Gregory 
be- 


tween him and Meohan. „He afterward 
changed 
his position and 
got next to 


deceased, 
and then said, 
**Meeban are 


you healed; Iam going to killyou, or 
you willkillme.'.', Gregory attempted 
to pacify Fallou, who, however, showed 
no outward signsg ns of excitement. Fallon 
seized Gregory aud swung him around 
through the swinging doors 
that sep- 


arated the bar from tho card room, and 
immediately drewliis pistol and com- 
menced shooting. 
The firstshot took 


effect in tho wallclose to the door cas- 
ing; the second went through the glass 
pane in the', front 
door. 
After the 


second shot Moebau and Fallon grap- 
pled, and in tho struggle that ensued, 
both wont to the floor close to the bar. 
Two or three more shots were fired as 
the men were on the floor.. When the 
chambers 
wore all exploded, 
young 


Gregory and Burgin W6nt around and 
got the pistol from Fallon. Fallon got 
up and treated those in the saloon, ten 
or twelvein number. 
Nightwatchman 


Parker came in and took defendant in 
custody.

say a word during the struggle and 
shooting.

A very good treatment is to watch 
the animal closely in places where it 
would be likely to balk, and with the 
first sign of stopping the driver should 
say "Whoa," then get off and loosen

Spend a few 
moments leisurely in this way, and in 
nine cases out of ten the animal will 
forget its inclination to balk and will 
go on at the first bidding.

This will 
always produce better results than se- 
vere measures.
